} than that his expenses be paid, and the 
Legislature fixed the sam to be paid him at 
$6} per day to cover travelling and all 
other expenses 

Mr. Culen on leaving the North Weet 
proceeds directly to England, and after- 
wards visite Germany, Austria, Hungary, 
Moldavia, Roumania, Southern Russia and 
Kessarabia, This will ocgupy aboat four 
months and dering that time Mr, Cullen 
will cover 25,000 miles, and as ho will only 
be allowed about $600 for expenes it can 


peasily be seen that tho arrmurgement is an 
jenough to secure plenty of hay aud good eeomonical one for the Territories, He

Ortawa, Feb. 17,—The feature of last weeks 
in the House of Commons was the debate on 
Mr, McCarthy's anti-French Bill. It was 
taken upon Wednewiay and was continued 
Thurday and Friday and it will be made the 
first order today. Unusual interest was 
mafifested in the debate, The House sat 
till midnight every day and the galleries 
were Crowded all the time, On Wednesday 
Mr. Davin moved that it is expedien’ that 
the Legislative Asembly of the North West 
Territories receive authority to deal with the 
subject of the bill by order or enactment 
after the next general election. Mr. Darin 


described Mr. McCarthy as such a busy man | 


that he took up his information, as certain 
birds do their food, on the wing, and it was 
therefore not surprising that his conclusions 
were somewhat flighty. He was too busy to 
be well informed, too mtch of a nisi prius 
lawyer to be accurate, and too much of a mere 
lawyer to be a statesman, 

Col, O'Brien spoke in favor of the bill, de- 
precated the attempt to throw into the atfaits 
of the North West Assembly a bone of con- 
tention which would enable the minority 
there to have a control similar to that which 
they exercised here,

more than his strength. He may destroy @ 
few French in that far-away country, but one

| “Equal sights,” be exclaimed, turning to 
and pointing at Mr, McCarthy, “if this is the 
kind of equal rights he would give, the bon- 
orable gentleman's political career will be a 
short one.”

(leading to the library reading roomsjin the 
southeast corner of the building, and with 
the rapidity of lightning it spread in two d.- 
rections, north and west, until everything in 
the main Luilding and the east wing was de 
stroyed.

When 
almost at the top Pride slipped with his end 
of the tray, which caused all the lamps to fall 
on the steps. An explosion immediately oc 
cured, and the blaze soon communicated with 


the surrounding woodwork. The two men, 
becoming frightened, it is supposed, end: a- 
vored to yet out of the eastern door Finc- 
Ing, however that this was locked, they 


turned and ran throughthe corridors te the 
Students’ rooms, 

The students were all engaged in dressing 
for the conversazions, anda general a arm 
was raised, By this time the flames wee 
bursting through the windows of Convye- 
eation Hall. Policeuian Stewart observed 
the fire, and imumuaedia rang box Yi.
